Anti-Western 
Cries Mark 
Opening of 
Cairo Meet 


CAIRO (AP) — Anti-Western 
slogans and banners opened 
Thursday an Afro-Asian Solida- 
rity Conference of some 400 de- 
legates from about 40 countries 
and colonies. 

A banner reading “Down 
With Eisenhower Doctrine” was 
earried by students who cheer- 
ed the delegates and 2,600 guests 
at the week-long meeting. 

Officially, the delegations do 
not represent governments. Rus- 
sia and Red China sent. large 
groups to the meeting. Some of 
the predominately leftist delega- 
tions are composed of exiles. 

Col, Anwar Sadat, the bitter- 
ly anti-Western editor of Presi- 
dent Gamal Abdel Nasser’s lead- 
ing newspaper, was named con- 


The conference has been bill- 
ed as a follow-up to the meet- 
ing in 1955 at Bandung, by offi- 
cial Government delegations. 
The nonofficial nature of dele- 
gations in Cairo was expected 
by Western observers to give 
Communists considerably more 
leeway in pushing their propa- 
ganda objectives. 

Among topics expected to be 
diseussed are standard Soviet 
bids for bans of nuclear tests 
and opposition to imperialism. 

Imperialism as defined in this 
context is something practiced 
by Western European nations 
and the United States. It does 
not include Russian occupation 
of Soviet Central Asia. 

More than 400 delegates of 37 
Mnations and colonies are on 
hand for the conference. Some 
delegates were expected from 
colonies under British and 
French rule but did not arrive. 
Some were represented instead 
by exiles from those colonies. 

Seated in the front rows. of 
the large auditorium were dele- 
gates from India, Uganda, 
Ghana and Nigeria in colorful 
native dress. Behind them were 
seated Russian and North Ko- 
rean delegates. 

In the gallery school girls 
shouted “No bases, no pacts, no 
H-bombs.” 

Ambassadors of Soviet bloc 
countries and other nations 
were seated in the gallery. Aliso 
on hand for the opening of the 
Gonierence were many of 
Egypt's Cabinet members. 

Largest foreign delegation is 
the Japanese with 45 attending 
the conference. Before the con- 
ference started, the delegation’s 
leader, Parliament Member To- 
kutaro Kitamura, told newsmen 
Afro-Asians were getting toge- 
ther “in this manner to display 
the unity of people.” 

Asked why such a large Japa- 
nese delegation was present 
Kitamura said Japan “recog- 
nizes the importance of the con- 
ference and we feel very friend- 
ly toward Egypt.” 

The Japanese occupied over 
ten rows of seats in the audi- 
torium, 

Red China’s Mao Tse-tung sent 
a message greeting the “confer- 
ence of Asian and African peo- 


‘ple who are struggling for in- 


dependence, protecting indepen- 
dence, and working for the de- 
fense of Asian-African peace and 
that of the entire world.” 

Observers from  non-Afro- 
Asian countries have been in- 
vited to attend the conference, 
A spokesman said observers 
from Albania, Czechoslovakia 
and East Germany have arrived 
and that Poland’s and Ro. 
Mania’s ambassadors in Egypt 
will sit in as observers for their 
countries.

Soya Cuts Icepack,

Japan’s Antarctic expedition 
Ship Soya, which was lo¢ked in 
an icepack near the Ongul Island 
base Tuesday, succeeded in ad- 
vancing five nautical milés Wed- 
nesday, according to latest’ re- 
ports from the expedition team. 

The report said the Soya had 
worked itself free from the grip 
of the icepack at 8:30 am. and 
plowed ahead: in the ice-locked 
sea in the south-southwest direc.

USSR Hands Japan 
Repatriates List 


Japanese Ambassador to 
Moscow Suemitsu Kadowaki 
yesterday morning reported. 
to the Foreign Office by cable 
that he had received from 
the Russian Foreign Minis- 
try a list of 1,122 Japanese 
repatriates scheduled to re- 
turn home shortly. He also 
reported that the list con- 
*tained another 895 names of 
deceased found in a recent 
investigation and 139 who 
had already returned home. 

The list will be brought 
back to Japan by Shigeaki 
Yamashita, chief, 3rd Sec- 
tion, European and African 
Affairs Bureau, who is 
scheduled to return to Tokyo 
Monday. 

Names of repatriates will 
be announced Tuesday eve- 
ning and the rest of names 
in the list will be made pub- 
lic early in January.

Hillary Starts 
Racing Fuchs 
For S. Pole 


AUCKLAND, New Zealand 
(AP)—Sir Edmund Hillary 
radioed his Antarctic base camp 
at McMurdo Sound Thursday 
that he is “hell bent for the 
South Pole—God willing and cre- 


vasses permitting.” He has 
about 500 miles to go. 
The message heard here 


meant that the conqueror of Mt. 
Everest had changed earlier 
plans to go only 700 miles in- 
land for a meeting with Dr.. Vi- 
vian Fuchs. Fuchs is jeading 
a British expedition crossing 
Antarctica from the opposite 
side. 

Hillary was originally assign- 
ed the job of stocking Depot 700, 
about 700 miles iMmland from 
Scott Base, his McMurdo Sound 
camp, and 500: miles from the 
Pole. The supplies at Depot 700 
will enable Fuchs to complete 
his trans-Antarctica trek. 

Radio reporfg from Fuchs in- 
dicate he has been slowed down 
by mechanical trouble with his 
snow tractors and by crevasses. 
He is about 700 miles away from 
the Pole on the South American 
side. 

Hillary’s supporters here had 
denied earlier that the two. par- 
ties were racing for the Pole.

No U.S. Diplomats, 
Officers Blacklisted

Japan’s Foreign Office yester- 
day flatly denied that any Unit- 
ed States officials were branded 
“unaesirable aliens” in a black- 
list compiled by the Japanese 
national police. 

Outerbridge Horsey, minister 
of the U.S. Embassy, made a 
personal, urgent visit to the 
Foreign Office yesterday to ask 
if there was any basis to press 
reports that high U.S. diplomats 
and military officials were among 
the 66 Americans on the black- 
list, 

The police blacklist, announc- 
ed earlier this week, names 852 
persons as “undesirable aliens” 
and earmarks them for depor- 
tation from Japan. 

Topping the list were Chinese 
—both Nationalist and Commu- 
nist—with 686 citizens, while 
the U.S. followed with 66 and 
the Soviet Union was third with 
15. Bis 
A #pokeésman said the For- 
eign Office “made inquiries” 
and later “assured the U.S. Em- 
bassy that there did not exist 
any police agency's list of un 
desirable aliens in which any 
U.S. official was included.” 


Put the spokesmen refused to 
say whether the Foreign Office 
had seen the police list of 852 
“undesirables.” 


Meanwhile, the _ blacklist 
threatened to spark an inter- 
governmental feud as a high- 
ranking Japanese justice official 
charged the national police with 
playing politics by blacklisting 
the foreigners. 

Nonochi Hiratsuka, chief of 
the public security section, said 
the Justice Ministry was ex- 
tremely “unhappy” about the 
blacklist and had “serious mis- 
givings” about its validity, 


He said that by announcing 
the blacklist, the police might 
have hoped to win a bigger 
budgetary appropriation for the 
agency that produced it—the 
recently-formed Special Investi- 
gation Squad of the Metropoli- 
tan Police. 


Justice officials are reportedly 
angry because the police have 
infringed their authority. Hira- 
tsuka emphasized that the final 
jurisdiction in deportation cases 
rests with the Justice Ministry's 
Immigration Control Bureau, 
not with the police. 

He added that the ministry 
also has a blacklist of its own, 
but that it is confidential. He 
refused to say whether the Jus- 
tice Ministry’s blacklist contains 
many of the same names as the 
Police Agency’s. 

Hiratsuka said aliens can be 
deported only after they have 
been convicted of certain 
crimes. He added that the 


police probably compiled their 
list “on suspicion alone”—not 


on actual, proven guilt, 

Under the Immigration Con- 
trol Ordnance, such crimes as 
smuggling, blackmarketeering, 
dope addiction or violations of 
status as an alien subject a per 
son to deportation. 


A police official countered by 
declaring that every person 
blacklisted has been convicted 
of a crime and is therefore sub 
ject to expulsion from Japan. 


The official backed the For- 
eign Office in denying that any 
U.S. diplomats or military per- 
sonnel were among the 66 
blacklisted Americans, 


He said the police intend to 
Start action to deport the “un- 


desirables” sometime “after the 
New Year's.” 
Justice officials, however, 


said the police can only turn 
the cases over to the Justice 
Ministry for further action. A 
screening committee of the im- 
migration board «then deter 
mines whether the aliens canbe 


deported; 
The American Embassy, 
meanwhile, issued an official 


statement earlier yesterday de- 
Claring that “no names or in- 
dications of the grounds for pos- 
sible deportation have been fur-* 
nished to the embassy.” 

The statement said: 

“The embassy is not official- 
ly notified of the existence of. 
any list of American citizens 
to be deported from Japan, 

“The embassy has, however, 
received official confirmation 
that the National Police Agency 
has furnished information on 
a number of aliens — includ- 
ing an unspecified number of 
Americans—to the Immigration 
Office. 

“The embassy has been told 
that this information might re- 
sult in deportation. No names 
or indications of the grounds 
for possible deportation have 
been furnished to the embassy. 

“In such cases, however, the 
embassy would normally first 
enter into the matter when an 
individual American seeks as- 
sistance.” 

The Japanese police Said it 
is unneccessary to notify the 
Governments of the undesirable 
aliens since they enjoy no dip- 
lomatic immunity and are resi- 
dents of Japan. 


ROK Envoy Kim 
Reporting to Rhee 


SEOUL (AP)—Kim Yu Taik, 
South Korean ambassador to 
Japan, was expected to report 
to President Syngman Rhee 
Thursday or Friday on the stall- 
ed Japan-Korea normalization 
talks. 

Foreign Ministry sources said 
Kim will probably see the Pres- 
ident at Chinhae near Pusan 
where Rhee is vacationing. 

Kim is scheduled to return 
to Tokyo Saturday or Sunday.

 |Soviet Sends 


‘Peace Plan’ 
Memoranda 
To Envoys 


LONDON (AP)—The Soviet 
Union sent Cl.ristmas Day notes 
to all foreign envoys in Moscow 
asking that their governments 
consider the new Soviet foreign 
policy proposals, 

The Soviet “peace plan”. as 
embodied in a Dec. 21 resolu- 
tion of the Supreme Soviet 
(parliament) contained a seven- 
point program and a plea for 
new summit talks voiced by 
Red party chieftain Nikita 
Khrushchey, 

Moscow Radio reported that 
the diplomatic notes contained 
texts of the Supreme Soviet’s 
resolution and asked that the 
texts be handed over to parlia- 
ments. and governing bodies of 
all nations represented by em- 
hassies or legations in Mos- 
cow. 

This request has become a 
favorite gambit lately with So- 
viet rulers in their relations 
with other powers. Britain has 
usually made such resojutions 
available to the Houses of 
Parliament. However the mem- 
bers have read about the So- 
viet parliamentary resolutions 
beforehand and nothing really 
develops directly from the So- 
viet request. 

Wednesday's Soviet notes 
reached Western embassies as 
they were observing their 
Christmas. The Russian ortho- 
dox Christmas comes on Jan. 
7. The Soviet Government, of 
course, does not recognize 
Christmas as a holiday. 

The Soviet rulers appear to 
be pushing their present “peace 
drive” a bit harder than usual. 
In some Western eyes the Sup- 
reme Soviet resolution has been 
seen as marking a new phase 
in Russian foreign relations. 
Others, however, have said it 
contains very little new, 

The resolution said the So- 
viet was convinced a personal 
meeting between leading states- 
men of the top powers on in- 
ternational problems would 
lead to relaxation of tension, 


The seven points Included a 
pledge not to use nuclear bombs, 


Jan. 1, to create a nuclear-free 
zone in Germany, to work to- 
ward reduction of armed forces, 
to sign a nonaggression pact 
between NATO and the Warsaw 
Pact powers, to renounce force 
and to keep independence of 
nations in the Middle Hast, and 
to end war propaganda and ex- 
tend trade and cultural ex- 
changes, 


Sukarno Expected 
Here on Jan. 25 


NEW DELHI (AP) — The 
Times of India said Thursday 
Indonesian Prime Minister 
Achmed Sukarno would arrive 
in Japan Jan, 25 for a fort- 
night’s visit at some quiet spot. 


The trip to Japan, the dispatch 
from Jakarta added, was expect- 
ed to coincide with the conclu- 
sion of a peace treaty and repa- 
rations agreement between 
Japan and Indonesia. 

The trip is part of a six-week 
tour through India, Egypt, Paki- 
stan, Ceylon, Burma, and Thai- 
land, the Times said. He arrives 
in New Delhi Jan. 7 on the first 
leg, the report added. 


The Times said it was possible 
that Sukarno might meet Brit- 
ish Prime Minister Harold Mac- 
millan who is due to arrive in 
New Delhi Jan. 8 for a five-day 
visit. The Times said the meet- 
ing between the two was part 
of “Anglo-American conciliatory 
moves to bring about a resump- 
tion of Dutch-Indonesian talks 
on West Irian under appropriate 
international auspices.” 


Fujiyama Visits Kishi, 
Reports on Vietnam 
Foreign Minister Alichiro 
Fujiyama visited Prime Minis- 
ter Nobusuke Kishi at his offi- 
cial residence yesterday and re- 


ported on various diplomatic 
issues including the South Viet- 


pound in}namese reparations and the 


United States surplus agricul-

After the meeting, Kishi said

WASHINGTON  (INS)—Pres- 
ident Dwight D. Eisenhower 
and his top aides begin Thurs- 
day to smoothe out a new legis- 
lative program geared to meet 
the Soviet space age challenge. 

Laying heavy emphasis on 
missiles and boistering free na- 
tions, the proposals to be laid 
before Congress next month are 
expected to call for a budget 
that will be balanced only if 
the legislators take belit-tight- 
ening steps that are difficult in 
an ‘election year. 

The program will go to Capi- 
tol Hill in general terms in the 
Jan. 9 State of the Union Mes- 
sage and more specifically in 
later separate documents. 

Some hard decisions are. yet 
to be taken, such as whether 
to back a miulti-billion-dollar 
program for building shelters 
to protect vast sections of the 
nation’s population from radio- 
active fallout in event of at- 
tack. 

As made public by Administ- 
ration officials and learned from 
legislative. and other sources, 
this is the broad outline of the 
space age program: 

Defense—a request to spend 
an additional $1,000 million 


development of missiles and a 
1999 fiscal year budget calling 
for an additional $2,000 million 
to meet the Russian space chal- 
lenge. 

This huge outlay is to be offset 
partially by closing some mill- 
tary bases, consolidating others 
and slowing down military pub- 
lic works projects that have 
nothing to do with missiles. 

Foreign aid—some $3,940,000,- 
600 is being sought to help Free 
World allies and neutral nations 
either remain or get. strong 
enough to resist Soviet trade 
and aid lures.

Foreign Minister Alichiro Fu- 
jiyama yesterday announced that 
he will run for a Diet seat in 
the next general election, which 
is expected to be held next year, 
perhaps as early as next month. 


The businessman-turned-diplo- 
mat, who entered the political 
arena only last summer, said he 
would try to fight his way to 
the Parliament from the Ist Con- 
stituency of Kanagawa Prefec- 
ture. The Foreign Minister's 
choice of constituency, however, 
is subject to the approval of the 
ruling Liberal-Democratic Party. 


Fujiyama made the announce- 
ment as wild—but persistent— 
rumors of dissolution of the 
Lower House shortly after the 
Diet reopens Jan. 25 continued 
to sweep the length of Japan. 

Yesterday saw these develop- 
ment; 

1. Kyodo News Service re- 
ported that “a large segment” 
of the country’s business circles 
believes that the Lower House 
“should be dissolved as early as 
January, if necessary, for stabil- 
ization of politics;” 

2. Tory members opposing an 
early election launched a fran- 
tic drive to check the pre-elec- 
tion stampede kicked off by the 
Socialist Party’s announcement 
last Tuesday that it would pre- 
sent a resolution for dissolution 
of the House on Jan, 27;

New British Demand 
Snags Hopes for Early 
Atomic Power Accord

Chances for concluding a 
Japan-British atomic 
power accord by the end 
of the year are now “ex- 
tremely faint” as a result 
of London’s eleventh-hour 
demand that Japan make 
another concession, it was 


learned yesterday. 

Informed sources had earlier 
predicted that the recent Japa- 
nese decision to give “major 
ground” would mean a quick 
end to the present London talks 
to come to a conclusion before 
the turn of the year. 

They disclosed yesterday, 
however, that Britain had. re- 
cently demanded the insertion 
of a clause in the draft accord 
that would free the London 
Government from any respon- 
sibility for nuclear fuels after 
their delivery to Japan. This 
was made known in a report 
from Japanese Minister to Brit- 
ain Toru Nakagawa, who is in 
charge of the negotiations, 

The sources said the Japanese 
Atomic Energy Commission 
“is determined to turn down the 
British request.” . 

Sources close to the commis- 
sion, meanwhile, said the Japa- 
nese Government would not as- 
sume responsibility for any com- 
mercial contract to be concluded 
by Japan’s Atomic Power Gen- 
eration Co. and Britain’s Atomic 
Energy Authority on the pur- 
chase of atomic reactors and 
fuels, 

The sources said it was 
“strange” that Britain should 
demand such a rigorous provi- 
sion on its Siipply of natural 
uranium, although a “no res- 
ponsibility” clause is necessarily 
included in the present Japan- 
U.S. atomic energy agreement 
on the lease of enriched ura- 
nium. 

They also “wondered savhy 
Britain had suddenly come .up 
with this request” after the 
Atomic Power Generation Co. 
announced it would send a mis- 
sion to Britain to negotiate the 
purchase of British reactors, 


An advance party of the 19- 
man mission is scheduled to de- 
part for London on Jan. 3, ac- 
cording to an announcement last 
Tuesday.

Sen. Wayne Morse (D-Ore.) 
said yesterday he thought the 
Russian launching of earth 
satellites was a “great boon to 
the United States” because it 
alerted America to classroom de- 
ficiencies. 

The prominent member of 
the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee declared the greatest 
need in the United States “in

Morse told a press conference 
in Tokyo: 

“You can’t stay ahead of the 
Russians in manpower, but we 
Rave got to stay ahead in brain 
power.” ’ 
._ In the “brain power” race, he 
added, the U.S. is “doing a poor- 
er job.” 

The senator, who arrived in 
Tokyo Christmas Day after at-

“I happen to think the issue 
of war and peace will not be 
solved by heads of government,” 
he added. “I am a critic of cir- 
cumvention of the United Na- 
tions.” 

Morse, often a bitter critic of 
the Administration, said he 
heartily approved of President 
Eisenhower's speech at the 
NATO conference, 

“I think he set forth Amer- 
ica’s ideals for peace,” he said. 

Referring to American educa- 
tion, the senator explained he 
has a bill pending before Con- 
gress for increased federal aid 
to education. He said he would 
be happy if the bill passed “in 
the next 10 years.” 

He described his education bill 
as “the greatest foreign policy 
need” of the United States.

Tories Prepare Policy 
On Science Education 


Policy makers of the Liberal- 
Democratic Party yesterday 
drew up a basic policy for pro- 
moting scientific and technolo- 
gical education in Japan. 

The policy calls for the estab- 
lishment of a science and tech- 
nology council in the Cabinet 
and a special corporation for 
scientific and technical research- 
es. 
The policy was adopted at a 
meeting of the Policy Delibera- 
tion Council of the party’s Po- 
licy Board held yesterday in the 
presence of Shigesaburo Maeo, 
Minister of International Trade 
and Industry, and Matsutaro 
Shoriki, director of the Science 
and Technology Agency. 

According to the policy, the 
Scientific Research Institute, 
Ltd. will be reorganized into a 
special corporation and the Gov- 
ernment will have it handle 
basic researches and develop 
new technology during the next 


Antiprostitution 
Hq Established 


The Tokyo Metropolitan Police 
Department established an anti- 
prostitution headquarters yester- 
day. 

It also increased vice patrol 
officers from 24 to 64 and reas- 
signed 50 vice officers to red- 
light districts in Asakusa, Hon- 
jo, Fukagawa and Senju. 

The newly organized antipros- 
titution headquarters has 10 ar- 
rest squads and one squad each 
for investigation, rehabilitation 
and brothel control. 

When the _ Antiprostitution 
Law was passed in May 1956, 
there were 1,222 houses of pros- 
titution in Tokyo. With only 
three more months to go before 
the two-year period of grace is 
up, only 187 brothels had closed 
by Dec. 25. 

The Tokyo police are step- 
ping up vice control because 
chances are that many of the 
4,000 prostitutes now plying

Higher Court 
Upholds Sudo 
Acquittal 


The Tokyo Higher Court yes- 
terday upheld the lower court's 
acquittal decision, given at a re- 
trial of a young man originally 
sentenced to death. 


The defendant, Michio Sudo, 
27, was sentenced to death in 
November 1950 by the Shizuoka 
District Court which adjudged 
him guilty of the murder of an 
entire family of four in the 
town of Futamata, Shizuoka 
Prefecture, on Jan. 6, 1950, 


Futamata police gained a con- 
fession from Sudo following his 
arrest as a suspect in the mur- 
der case, 


The Tokyo Higher Court up- 
held the death sentence in Sep- 
tember 1951. 

However, attorneys for Su- 
do’s defense appealed to the 
Supreme Court that the confes- 
sion had been obtained under 
torture. 


The Supreme Court in Novem- 
ber 1953 ordered a_ retrial, 
stating that there was “doubt 
as to the validity of the con- 
fession.” 


At the retrial, in September 
last year, the Shizuoka District 
Court acquitted Sudo on the 
charge of murder, reversing the 
origina! judgment of death. 

Then the prosecution, which 
contended that Sudo was guilty, 
appealed to the higher court. 

The Tokyo Higher Court 
yesterday upheld the acquittal, 
but sentenced Sudo to one year 
in prison for theft and trespas- 
sing, with a stay of execution 
for two years, 

In finding Sudo not guilty, the 
higher court said the defend- 
ant’s confession was suspected 
to have been obtained under 
torture. 

It cited as an example Sudo’s 
being questioned by “husky de- 
tectives” in a storehouse behind 
the police station. 

The court said the sentence of 
acquittal passed by the lower 
court should be upheld in view 
of the suspicion that the con- 
fession was not made under the 
free will of the defendant as is 
called for in the criminal code.

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Pacific Warmer 
But Unexplained 


10S ANGELES 
Pacifie Ocean is getting warmer 


but scientists don’t know why. 


In a report to the California 
Marine Research Committee, 
scientists of five agencies said 
that ocean temperatures this 
year were higher than at any 
time in recent history. 

In some areas, surface tem- 
peratures were as much as 5.5 
degrees Fahrenheit above the 
1949-1956 average. 

The change seems to be Pacif- 
ic-wide, the report said, point- 
ing out that Hawali had its first 
récorded hurricane and that the 
ice went out at Point Barrow 
at the earliest time in history. 

At the resort town of La Jolla, 


California, sea temperatures 
reached the highest averages 
during the summer in the past 
26 years, and similar changes 
were recorded all up the coast. 


The warming extended to a 
depth of a quarter of a mile, at 
least off California. One scien- 
tist said that over the 200,000 
square miles of the California 
current region this represented 
the equivalent in energy of 560 
billion barrels of fuel, about 
half the world’s resources. 

“It would have required four 
times as much sun’s heat as 
was received to attribute the 
change to that source alone,” 
the report said. 

The warmer waiter allowed 
southern fish to move much far- 
ther north. Dolphin fish were 
caught as far north as the Cali- 
fornia-Oregon ‘order, the re- 
port said, and white seabass 
were taken off the Colum- 
bia River. 


California sport fishermen 
had their biggest catches in a 
decade. Almost 30 times as 
many 1957 year-class sardines 
appeared in live bait catches 
as in the previous high year 
and the spawning reaching at 
least as far north as Monterey 
Bay in Northern California. 
Yellow tail and bonita tuna, 
usually found largely in waters 
farther south, have been taken 
in great numbers off all South- 
ern California sport fishing 
ports. 

What does it all mean? The 
scientists say they don’t know 
but they’re fairly certain the 
high temperatures were not the 
result of a wave of southern 
water swept northward. “Ra- 
ther,” says the reports, “It ap- 
pears that warm water came 
from the west or northwest.” 


The report, entitled “1957: The 
year of Warm Water and South- 
ern Fish,” was prepared by of- 
ficials of the California Acade- 
my of Sciences, the California 
Department of Fish and Game, 
the Hopkins Marine Station of 
Stanford University, the U.S. 
Fish and Wildlife Service and 
the Scripps Institution of Ocea- 


nography. 


U.S. Church Goers 
Give All-Time High

NEW YORK — Protestant 
churches in the United States 
have reached a new all-time 
high in contributions, passing 
the $2,000 million mark for the 
first time. 


Fifty-two Protestant and east- 
ern Orthodox church bodies 
contributed $2,041,908,161 in the 
past year, the National Council 
cf Churches reports. The 
figures were compiled by the 
council's department of steward- 
ship and benevolence. 


Of the total in contributions, 
$1,655,039,930, or 81 per cent, 
was reported for local congrega- 
ticnal expenses. Contributions 
to benevolence, which includes 
foreign and home missions and 
relief abroad, amounted to $336,- 
$68,231, the NCC said. 


It noted that the Seventh Day 
Adventists, with a membership 
of 288,568, lead again this year 
with $202 in contributions per 
member. The Wesleyan Metho- 
dist Church was next with $197, 
followed by the Evangelical 
Free Church of America with 
$165. ‘The two churches have 
36,390 and 27,203 members, res-

LONDON ({(AP)—*“Near Rip- 
ley, my horse threw me and 
fell on me,” an itinerant 
Anglican minister named 
Charles Wesley wrote in his 
journal. 


“My companion thought I 


my Jeg was bruised, my hand 
sprained and my head stunned 


which revented me from 
making hymns until the next 
day.” 


As it turned out, the day 
lost to hymn-making wasn’t 
very costly since Charles 
Wesley eventually composed 
the tyrics to some 6,500 hymns. 
He was the most prolific hymn 
writer of all time, 


Many churches, particularly 
those of Methodist derivation, 
celebrated Dec. 18 the 250th 
anniversary of the master hymn 
writers’s birth in Epworth, 
England. 


Although it may look that 
way at times, Charles Wesley 


did not actually invent hymn- 
singing. It’s older than the 
Christian church itself. St. 


Paul exhorted the Ephesians: 


“(Speak, to yourselves in 
psalms and hymns and 
spiritual songs, singing and 


making melody in your heart 
to the Lord.” 


But Charles Wesley, and the 
Protestant hymn-makers who 
followed in his footsteps, added 
something to the ancient hymns 
of praise—their contribution 
was intense personal experi- 


j 
ence. 


Wesley was converted—that 


had broken my neck, but only 


Charles Wesley ‘s Hymns 
[Lasting Gift to Church 


is, he underwent a deep feeling 
of forgiveness for his sins—on 
Whitsunday, 1738. The next 
day he wrote his first hymn 
“Oh, for a Thousand Tongues 
to Sing.” He dictated his last 
on his deathbed. 


In the 50 years between con- 
version and death, he averaged 
150 hymns a year, many of them 
composed in the most unlikely 
places since his wandering min- 
istry took him all over England. 

His best Known works are 
“Jesus, Lover of My Soul,” writ- 
ten in 1740 and still a standard 
in most hymnbooks, and the fa- 
vorite Christmas carol, “Hark 
the Herald Angels Sing.” 

Throughout his lifetime and 

afterward, Charles Wesley was 
overshadowed by his. elder 
brother, John. Actually, they 
were an evangelic team; John 
the thinker, Charles the eloqu- 
ent man of song. 
' Evangelist C. William Fisher, 
writing on the place of music 
in evangelism in the Church of 
the Nazarene’s “Herald of 
Holiness,” observes: | 

“A hymn sung heartily by the 
entire congregation, fuses in- 
dividuals into a spiritual unity 
by focusing their minds and 
Lcoarts on common symbols, 
common loyalties, and common 
objectives. 

“. « « Music not only creates 
a mood; it releases deep religi- 
ous feelings and gives expres- 
sion to the heart’s longing and 
the soul’s gratitude.” 

And that’s Charles Wesley’s 
ageless contribution to the work 
he loved, 


New Drug Potent 
Against Parasites 


NEW ORLEANS (AP)—Two 


scientists, after testing 400 pati- 
vents, said a new drug destroys 


the world’s people. 
Dithiazanine, a drug that can 
be taken through the mouth, 


trolling another parasite—hook- 
worm. 

The four parasites destroyed 
by the drug’ are whipworm, 
strongyloide, large roundworm 
and pinworm. Many persons 
are attacked by more than one 
of these parasites at a time. 
Scientists say there are more 
than 1% billion infections in 
the world. 

Two Louisiana State Univer- 
sity researchers reported on the 
effectiveness of the drug. They 
are Dr. J. C. Swartzewelder, pro- 
fessor of parasitology, and Dr. 
William W. Frye, professor of 
tropical. medicine, both of the 
LSU Medical School here. 

Dr. Swartzewelder and Dr. 
Frye, who is dean of the school, 
led a team that tested 400 pati- 
ents of all ages. The only nega- 
tive reactions were rare mo- 
ments of vomiting and diarrhea 
during treatment.

said the drug was discovered in 
the laboratories of Eli Lilly Co.

Shaughnessy, president of the 
International League, has shift- 
ed his attack on baseball's 
Major League clubs to the 
Columbia Broadcasting System 
which is planning to expand its 
television coverage with a Sun- 
day game-of-the-week. 

“We may have created a 
wrong impression that all of 
the big league clubs don't care 
a bit about the minors,” said 
the 72-year-old Shaughnessy, 
who next season will start his 
22nd year as head of the Triple 
A circuit. 


“Actually, several of the 
clubs are in our corner. The 
Dodgers and St. Louis Cards, 
in particular, have been very 
good to us, And the fact that 
CBS has lined up only four or 
five teams also indicates that 
the other clubs realize what a 
televised Sunday game would 
mean to the minors.” 


Despite the minor leagues’ 
request to Congress for a new

Business to 
Be Bright 
In Fiscal '58 


Enterprisers generally believe 
Japan’s business situation will 
take a favorable turn in and 
after the first half of fiscal 1958, 
according to a recent survey by 
the Economic Planning Agency. 

The survey, the second of its 
kind so far conducted by the 
agency, the first being made in 
June soon after enforcement of 
the Government's tight money 
policy, indicated enterprisers 
anticipate the present defiation- 
ary trend will reach the bottom 
in the latter half of fiscal 1957, 
ending March 31, next year. 


The survey noted strong sen- 
timents for the future, in par- 
ticular in medical, department 
store and precision machine 
businesses. 

Others included in this group 
were chemical fiber, oll and fat, 
paints, securities dealing and 
marine transportation, which 
have been suffering from the 
continued business stalemate. 


Machine, automobile, and 
shipbuilding industries, which 
have been enjoying an excep 
tional boom, were rather cauti- 
ous and believed that the busi- 
ness trend overseas will remain 
levelled off through 1958, 


More than 60 per cent of 
producers of oil and _ coal 
products, glass, iron and steel, 
and nonferrous metals -predict- 
ed inevitable production curtail 
ment next year. 


Of the total securities dealers 
surveyed, 37 per cent predicted 
the stock price will go up, 36 
per cent believed the contrary, 
and 27 per cent expected no 


change. 
The survey was carried out 


on 1,000 business firms having 
¥100 million or more capitai 
each from September-end to 
mid-October, according to EPA.

Cigarette Smoking 
Up in USS. in 1957 


NEW YORK (AP)—Amer- 
icans smoked more cigarettes 
in 1957 then ever before, a 
survey disclosed Wednesday. 

An annual survey by Business 
Week Magazine showed that a 
record 410,000 million cigarettes 
were consumed in the United 
States during the year—19,000 
million more than in 1956. 

The report said the gain— 
which came despite medical 
warnings against 
smoking—was one of the larg- 
est singie-year increases ever 
made, 

The big gain in 1957, the re- 
port said, was provided by 
enormously increased gales of 
filter-type cigarettes, 

It added that filtered cigar- 
ettes, which in 1951 amounted 
to less than one per cent of the 
market, now make up 38 per 
cent of the market. 

While U.S. consumption of 
cigarettes totaled 410,000 mil- 
lion, the report said inclusion 
of tax-free exports, to military 
bases and elsewhere, raised the 
total to 440,000 million units.

U.S. Car Industry 
Prepares Drive 


DETROIT (AP)—The US. 
auto industry probably will not 
set new production or sale 
records in 1958. But things 
move swiftly in the car business; 
the year ahead could match 
1957. 

The year now ending was a 
good one for the car makers. It 
saw about 6,150,000 car assera- 
blies and six million retail de- 
liveries. : 

Top sales executives often say 
six million retail deliveries an- 
nually is the new average for 
the industry. That figure has 
been reached only twice previ- 
ously, One very obvious fact 
about the industry’s immediate 
future is that there will be a 
harder drive for new car sales. 


Ford and Chevrolet will ex- 
pend more time, effort and pro- 
motion money in the drive to 
build and sell the greatest num- 
ber of new cars. Chevrolet by a 
tremendous production push got 
back into first place in assem- 
blies last week, Retail sales fig- 
ures for the year will not be tab- 
ulated for several weeks, but 
Ford division had what appear- 
ed a safe margin when the last 
tabulation was made a couple 
of weeks ago. 

With the swing into the new 
calendar year, new car sales 
will be studied more thorough- 
ly than ever by the auto 
makers’ merchandising execu- 
tives for signs of an upturn 
that might bring a spring boom, 
This traditional seasonal up- 
surge did not materialize in 
1956 and 1957. 


Yet, without it the industry’s 
retailers sold nearly 12 million 
new cars in the last two years. 
And, although it has yet to ap- 
pear, the effect of a broad re- 
placement demand cannot be 
discounted for 1958, 

It has been said by top indus- 
try executives that several mil- 
lion of the individuals who 
bought cars in 1955, the indus- 
try’s record vear, will be back 
jim the market again in 1958. 


Department Store 
Sales Up in U.S. 


WASHINGTON (AP)—The 
U.S. Federal Reserve Board re- 
ported that department store 
sales across ‘ie U.S. last week 
were 3 per cent higher than dur- 
ing the similar week of 1956.

Compromise 
Seen on Suez 
Claims Issue 


WASHINGTON (INS) — Top 
Western diplomats said Wednes- 
day they expect @n early and 
amicable settlement of the Suez 
Canal controversy between 
Egypt, Britain and France. 

hese sources hailed the ex- 
pected compromise as a major 
contribution to world peace. 


Informants said the settle 
ment may take place pty the 
next four weeks and would re 
move one of the chief irritants 
between the Arab world and 
Western nations in the vital, 
strategic Middle Fast. 

One top ranking diplomat in 
Washington told INS Wednes- 
day. 

“There is a will to agree now 
on both sides. That is the im- 
portant and promising ingred}- 
ent in this troublesome situa- 
tion.” 

The unsettled controversy 
grew out of Egyptian President 
Gamal Abdel Nasser’s seizure 
ef the Suez Canal, and the re 
fultant. military operations a 
year ago by Britain and France 
against Egypt. 

The main points at issue con- 
cern claims by both sides for 
indemnities and repayment for 
losses. 


The French want Egypt to 
pay for canal properties ahd in- 
vestments of stockholders in the 
Suez Company’ seized by Nas- 
ser’s Government. The canal 
company was privately control- 
led and operated under agree- 
ment with the Egyptian Govern- 
ment since it was first dug by a 
famous French engineer three 
quarters of a century ago. 

The British have claims 
against Egypt for seizure of 
British properties. 


The Egyptian Government, 
on the other hand, contends 
that both Britain and France 
should pay for clearance of the 
canal, which the Egyptians 
blocked by sinking ships in the 
narrow waterway, and for heavy 
damage inflicted during the 
abortive Anglo-French military 
attack against Egypt. 


Diplomats in Washington ad- 
mitted that both sides are still 
“considerably apart” on final 
figures for any settlement but 
that all three countries appear 
to have a sincere desire to get 
an agreement at the earliest 
possible moment. 


Negotiations which have been 
going on in both Rome and 
Geneva, have recently had set- 
backs. But diplomats believe 
these are only temporary and 
the talks will soon go forward 
with much greater rapidity.

HONGKONG (Kyodo-UP) — 
Western trade with Red China 
since relaxation of controls six 
months ago has amounted to a 
mere pittance. Prospects for 
improvement in the near future 
are dim. 

Economic experts point out 
that Communist China has 
neither the goods nor the cash 
to trigger booming trade with 
the West—at least until the 
Reds can extricate themselves 
from the Russian economic 
yoke. 

And it is believed that China 
has asked the Soviets for more 
credits to enable the Commun- 
ists to keep their industrializa- 
tion program moving. along. 
Russia already has given the 
Chinese credits of U.S.$300 mil 
lion in 1950 and U.S.$130 million 
in 1954. But this year it be- 
came necessary to declare a 


moratorium on interest pay- 
ments for 1956 and 1957, 
Peiping simply hasn’t the 


money to pay. And natural dis- 
asters slashed away at agricul- 
tural production, which in turn 
meant less for export to pay 
for goods to build factories and 
keep them turning out other 
products for export. 

It has become a dangerous

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Battle With Poverty 


That Prime Minister Nobusuke Kishi had set himself a 
difficult task when he gave a pledge to eliminate poverty 


was obvious. 


Mankind has never succeeded in complete 


elimination of poverty although many governments have 


striven, or are striving, toward this goal. 


Just how dif- 


ficult it will be in the case of Japan became apparent this 
month when the Welfare Ministry issued its White Paper 
on the nation’s social security system. 


This 300,000-word report revealed that one out of eight 
Japanese lives on an income of $50 per year or Jess. 


It 


said 2,480,000 families, consisting of 11,130,000 persons. are 
on relief or on the fringe of it with an annual income of 


18,792: yen per person. 


This is a far cry from the $840 annual income per 
person which the United States regards as the revenue of 


its “poor” class. 


It means that by American standards a 


very much larger proportion of the people in Japan is 


poor. 


Here is one explanation for the backwardness of 


Japan’s social security system. For in a national welfare 
setup, there must be a substantial percentage of relative- 
ly affluent persons who are able to share the burden of 
caring for the minimum needs of the less fortunate. 

It probably explains why Japan has not been able to 
enforce a minimum pay scale for the nation and why the 
ratio of social security spending in Japan comes to only 
five per cent of national income compared to nine per 
cent in Great Britain and 13 per cent in West Germany. 

The White Paper emphasizes that there was a trend 
in the postwar period toward evening the distribution of 
wealth in this country. This is to be expected in view of 
the steps taken by the Occupation authorities to break up 
the zaibatsu and the big landowners. 

But the pendulum began swinging back in the other 
direction with the beginning of the Korean War boom in 
1952. The gap began to open up between the wealthy and 
the poor. But the truth appears to be that Japan’s wealthy 
are not so rich by comparison with Western standards 
while Japan’s poor are very poor indeed. 

In view of this fact, it would seem to be a prerequi- 
site for a good social ‘security system to build up the econ- 
omy of the nation and its national prosperity, and create 
more wealth which can be distributed. Then, for the first 
time, the nation will have the foundation for a healthy 


social welfare system, 


A great deal of criticism has been poured on the Kishi 
Administration over the slowness of its progress toward 
complete eradication of poverty. But too many of these 
critics, «it seems to us, have ignored the practical difficul- 
ties involved in the program, difficulties which are tied up 
inextricably with the nature of Japanese economy. 

In urging an expanded national social welfare program, 


the White Paper emphasized two points. 


One was that 


the entire nation should join the national health insurance 


program. 


it said about 27,000,000 persons—30 per cent 


of the nation—have not joined the program or otherwise 
are not in a position to receive benefits from it, 


“The second was that a 


national system of old age 


pensions should be established. The report said there had 
been an increase in the average age of the population and 
the aged comprised a major portion of the poor people. 
These are measures that are certainly desirable. Just 
how practical they are in Japan’s present stage of eco- 
nomic health is.a different matter and one which requires 


considerable study. 


But the White Paper did make some points which the 
nation can and should attend to immediately to improve 
the national health. Chiefly, they concerned sanitary facil- 
ities and the uneven distribution of medical facilities. 


The paper pointed out that doctors, nurses, pharma- 
cists, hospitals and clinics tend to be concentrated in the 


cities, 


It said four per cent of the towns and villages in 


the country are without doctors. Moreover, there is a 
pronounced shortage of public health nurses and X-ray 


technicians in particular. 


Although there has been an improvement in medical 
facilities, the number of beds in ordinary hospitais and 


mental .institutions is still 
countriés. 


low compared to Western 


Water service and drainage systems need to be expand- 
ed. Installation of sewage should be speeded up and sani- 
tary facilities improved all around. 

The broad idea of a socialized program to build up 
national health and eliminate poverty is admirable and one 
that should be encouraged. But in rushing into the pro- 
gram, we cannot afford to ignore the fundamental difficul- 
ties involved in such a project. We must advance step by 
step toward that goal without putting the cart before the 


horse.

Asahi Shimbun took up the 
Socialist Party’s recent decision 
to present”™a resolution to the 
Diet next January calling for 
dissolution of the present House 
of Representatives.

Mainichi Shimbun said it is op- 
timistic to expect an economic 
improvement in the second half 
of next fiscal year 1958-59. As 
predicted by Bank of Japan 
Governor Masamichi Yamagiwa 
Dec, 25, the permeation of the 
deflationary policy is progress- 
ing at a quicker tempo than ex- 
perienced at the previous defia- 
tionary year of 1954, the paper 
said. Furthermore, the present 
indications are that the tight 
money policy now enforced will 
cause a worse depression. The 
paper also said it is impractic- 
able for the nation to rely on 
exports to improve the nation’s 
economy under the prevailing 
world economic situation. 
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Yomiuri Shimbun urged the 
Government to take measures 
for speeding up repatriation of 
Japanese nationals still maroon- 
ed abroad. A Japanese survey 
indicates that there are still 
more than 32,000 Japanese in 
Communist China and their 
whereabouts are still unknown. 
It is also possible to estimate 
the number of Japanese in Rus- 
sian territory at about 10,000 
and their fate is also unknown, 
the paper said. Most of the 50, 
000 Japanese nationals might 
be dead, the paper said. How- 
ever, the families of these Japa- 
nese are longing for the early 
return of their fathers, brothers 
and sons, and therefore, it hop- 
ed, the Government would act 
with sympathy and try to ascer- 
tain the whereabouts of the 
marooned nationals. 


Kahoku Shimpo (Sendai) join- 
ed the Socialist Party in criticiz- 
ing the Government for its de- 
cision to equip the Self-Defense 
Forces with Sidewinder guided 
missiles without informing the 
public beforehand of the mat- 
ter. In replying to interpella- 
tions.in the Diet Dec. 23, the 
Government categorically deni- 
ect the Sidewinder is a nuclear 
weapon. However, in view of 
the way the Government had 
gone about in the matter, it. is 
not unreasonable for the Oppo- 
sition and the public to suspect 
the nuclear weapons might he 
brought into Japan without the 
knowledge of the people, the pa- 
per said,

American Leéailership in Pecks 


As the NATO meeting ends, 
it is harder than ever to under- 
stand what we expected to ac- 
complish by inflating its impor- 
tance. Our purpose, apparent- 
iy, was to rally the Europeans 
to two ideas. One was that 
we should arm them with in- 
termediate range missiles. The 
other was that they should 
Steadfastly reject the notion of 
negotiating with the Russians. 

As the missiles do not now 
exist, and will not be ready for 
at least a year, we were ask- 
ing ‘the Europeans to be highly 


provocative though they re- 
mained undefended. They are 
to provoke the Russians by 


agreeing to set up missile sites 
long before the missiles could 
be stationed at the sites. And 
they were to provoke the Rus- 
sians further by refusing to 
talk seriously -with them. 

This program was such a 
crude miscaiculation of Euro 
pean interests and of European 
feelings that it is no wonder 
the conference has shown such 
spectacular lack of confidence 
in American leadership. 
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The Norwegians and_ the 
Danes have rejected the Amer- 
ican military proposal. The 
British, the Dutch and the 
Turks have accepted it, though 
it is far from certain that the 
British Government has the 
support of the country and is 
able to make an enduring com- 
mitment. The continentals, 
most particularly the Germans, 
have not accepted and have 


not rejected the Dulles mill- 
tary proposals. They have tak- 
en an option on these proposals. 
They are treating these options 
as a bargaining asset in the dip- 
lomatic negotiations which, fol- 
lowing the Bulganin note, they 
intend to. have with the Rus- 
sians. 


Not the least significant de- 
velopment in these last days is 
that the forthcoming negotia- 
tions with .Russia are to be 
undertaken separately by vari- 
ous countries—particularly, it 
must be said again, by West 
Germany. What Dulles has 
accomplished by his loud and 
public protests against negotia- 
tion has been to disqualify 
himself as the negotiator in the 
negotiations which will never- 
theless be carried on. The 
United States will no doubt be 
informed and consulted during 
these negotiations. But the 
principal negotiator for the 
Western alliance will be Dr. 
Adenauer,

The decline of American 
leadership in NATO is due pri- 
marily, of course, to the 


presumed change in the balance 
of power. The balance, which 
has turned against us because 
the Russians. are ahead of us in 
the big missiles, cannot be 
righted effectively by the medi- 
um range missiles which 
Dulles has offered the Euro- 
peans. Unless in Europe and

Through the Curtain 


What the Communists Are Saying 


(The following are transcripts of 
broadcasts from radio stations in 
Communist countries, which have 
been monitored by Radiopress. In 
printing them, The Japan Times 
believes it is offering a service to 
readers who may want to study 
such material and make their own 
evaluations.

RADIO MOSCOW (Via Radio- 
press)—At the session which 
closed Saturday in Moscow, the 
Supreme Soviet adopted a na- 
tional economic plan and targct 
for 1958. 

First, let me remind you brief- 
ly of the structure of the Sovict 
Parliament or Supreme Soviet. 
It consists of the Champers— 
the Soviet of the Union and 5o- 
viet of Nationalities, each elect 
ed for a term of four years. 

The Soviet of the Union is 
elected on a representaticnal 
basis of one deputy for every 
300,000 of the populations, The 
Soviet of Nationalities consists 
of 25 deputies from each of the 
larger republics which makes up 
the union, 11 deputies from each 
autonomous republic and five 
deputies from each autonomous 
region. 

In the present convocation we 
find that of the total house of 
1,347 deputies, over 150 are 
workers, some 200 farmers, 
about 100 scientists, 31 writers, 
47 teachers and the rest’ en- 
gineers, doctors, party and trade 
union workers, representatives 
of the army and so on. In otner 
words, all sections of the popula- 
tion and all professions are rep- 
resented in the highest govern- 
ing body of the country. A 
great many deputies took part 
in the discussions which foliow- 
ed the report on the economic 
plan and state budget. 


The economic plan was deliv- 
ered by the Deputy Chairman of 
the Soviet Council of Ministers, 
Josepf Kuzmin and the budget 
by the Finance Minister, Arseny 
Zverev, Actually the discussion 
of the economic plan did not be- 
gin in Parliament. 


Several million factory and 
office workers participated both 
in the discussion and the draft- 
ing of the plan and for weeks 
the plan and budget were care- 
fully studied in the economic 
and budget committee of the two 
chambers, Prominent scientists 
and experts were asked to give 
their opinion to the committee 
on various questions, Most of 
their views made before the 
chamber were unanimously ap- 
proved. But many concrete 
changes and amendments have 
gone into the final versions of 
the bill and budget. 

The new economic plan places 
the rise in industrial output next 
year at 7.6 per cent, There will 
be certain changes in the em- 
phasis on different branches of 
industry which will give chem- 
istry a more important place and 
also step up the pace with natu- 
ral gas in the general fuel out- 
put. The plans provide for a 
marked rise in production of 
consumer goods and foodstuffs. 
To satisfy the needs of public 
still further the appropriations 
for social and cultural measures 
have been increased. 


At the same time, there was a 
further reduction in the defense 
appropriation, This year's de- 
fense appropriation of 96 billion 
rubles is almost 16 billion rubles 
less than the 1955 appropriation, 
These measures clearly display 
the peaceful aims of the Soviet 
state, which stand out in sharp 
contrast with all the NATO 
countries where the cold war 
and arms race are still the order 
of the day, 

That explains why a group of 
Soviet deputies asked the Soviet 
Government for information 
about the present status of the 


problem of discussions between 
states, 

The last day of the discussion 
was devoted to international 
problems and on that day the 
Soviet Government replied to 
the question put by the deputies, 
It gave a detailed analysis of the 
situation and the steps that have 
been taken to create agreement 
on the disarmament problem, 

Our reporter interviewed De- 
puty Ivon (Felisorov) after the 
problem and asked for his vicws 
on that statement. Here is the 
translation of the interview. 

We deputies heard the Gov- 
ernment’s reply to a question 
from the floor concerning dis- 
armament with the keenest in- 
terest. The Soviet Foreign Minig- 
ter, Gromyko, concretely listed 
the proposals the Soviet Govern- 
ment has put forth in the effort 
to expedite agreement with the 
West. Nikita Khrushchev also 
made a long speech at this meet- 
ing. 

One of the first steps our Gov: 
ernment urges is a convocation 
of a special United Nations ses- 
sion or disarmament conference 
with the heads of the capitaiist 
and socialist countries taking 
part. It has asked the countries 
that have atomic and hydrogen 
weapons to repudiate their use 
and tests as of Jan. 1, 1958. It 
suggests that the NATO and 
Warsaw pact countries conclude 
a nonaggression pact and agree 
not to stere nuclear weapons on 
German territory. 

At the end of the meeting, all 
the deputies unanimously 
endorsed a decision on the 
question in which they ap 
proved the Soviet Government's 
foreign policy and the measure 


it proposes to take. | 

The Supreme Soviet has 
asked the great powers to 
reduce the size of their armed 
forces. But it has not stopped 
at that. In order to improve 
the international atmosphere 
and strengthen confidence 
among the states, the Supreme 
Soviet has decided to go before 
the Government immediately 
with a suggestion that it reduce 
the Soviet armed forces uni- 
laterally. 

It is my firm conviction that 
if the Western powers accept 
the proposals contained in the 
Supreme  Soviet’s decisions 
there will be a _ noticeable 
easing of international  ten- 
sions, We are waiting for the 
the Western powers to speak 
up. We look to the parliaments 
and Governments of the United 
States, Britain and France to 
give their most careful con- 
sideration to the Soviet pro- 


posals and to make their 
worthy contribution to the 
cause of world peace,

What we shall find, what in 
fact we have already found in 
Paris this week, is that if we 
renounce diplomacy in the 
manner of Dulles, our allies can- 
not and will not follow our 
lead. 


Dulles will find himself from 
now on in a very awkward posi- 
tion, He is the Foreign Minis- 
ter of the strongest power of 
the NATO alliance, On the cru- 
cial question of negotiating with 
our great adversary, he is dog- 
matically at odds with the in- 
terests and the purposes of most, 
if not all, of our European al- 
lies, He has dug himself in— 
first, by an interview broadcast 
in ILurope by the BBC just 
befoze the Paris meeting and, 
second, by his funereal state- 
ment in the current issue of 
“Life” magazine. 

The immediate effect, as we 
know, is that he is to sit on 
the sidelines while the Germans 
talk with Moscow. But what 


will be the effect in the future. 


if, as might happen, the nego- 
tiations arrive at something 
which is attractive in Europe 
but requires the participation of 
the United States Government? 
If, then, there is a failure, will 
it ever be possible for Dulles 
to persuade the people of the 
world that he has not meant 
the negotiations to fail? This 
is a heavy burden which he has 
chosen—no doubt most con- 
scientiously—to carry on his 
shoulders.

Spotlight on Asia 


Facts of Economic Life 


By GUY WINT 


The principal fact about the 
economic life of South Asia is 
that throughout the region the 
population is increasing at an 
unprecedented rate. To provide 
for the increased number of 
mouths, economic production 
must grow rapidly and without 
interruption, 


The sixth Annual Report of 
the Consultative Committee of 
the Colombo Plan, which has 
just been published, shows that 
in the last year increased pro- 
duction has kept pace with the 
growth of population. Natur- 
ally, it would have been more 
satisfactory if production had 
outstripped population, but a 
peril has been averted, for the 
pressure of population threaten- 
ed the region with a drastic 
fall of the standard of living 
per head. But economic pro- 
gress has staved this off. 

For this, the Colombo Plan is 
largely responsible. The founda- 
tion work of this last six years 
is now producing its results, 
and happily the Jater results of 
such an enterprise are likely to 
be more spectacular than the 
earlier ones. The pian has 
cumulative effects. From now 
on, given world pedce, the rate 
of economic adyarice will ac- 
celerate and the standard of liv- 
ing may not only be held con- 
stant, but the growing popula- 
tion_may enjoy a rising income 
per head. 

This year’s report of the 
Colombo Plan deals principally 
with the problem of obtaining 
finance for its extension. Fu- 
ture prospects of the plan may 
depend on the ability to find 
fresh capital, The report makes 
some suggestive comment upon 
the possibility of attracting larg- 
er investments from domestic 
sources. 

External assistance to the 
plan, mainly from the West, 
has amounted so far to about 
£1,250 million, This is a large 
sum by any standards. Last 
year aid was £357 millon and 
in addition there has been large

evaluate in money terms, in the 
supply of technicians and of 
training facilities for experts. 
Britain has been a major con- 
tributor in this respect. 

The annual report warns that 
conditions are becoming more 
difficult, for worldwide interest 
in planning has created its own 
problems in a much increased 
demand for capital. There is 
something like a capital famine, 
but the report says that it would 
be wrong to regard the situation 
as wholly discouraging and the 
realism of the countries taking 
part is helping to produce solu- 
tions. 


The Colombo Plan is one ex- 
ample of cooperation between 
South Asia and the West. In 
another field—of political ideals 
and political philosophy—there 
is also collaboration. This has 
been expressed vividly in last 
week's meeting of the Common- 
wealth Parliamentary Confer- 
ence in Derhi. Unlike the confer- 
ence of the Colombo Plan, this 
conference is unofficial. Unlike 
the plan, it is limited to mem- 
bers of the Commonwealth, It 
has no executive tasks, but 
some of the speeches made at 
the conference have been very 
illuminating. 

Dr. Rajendra Prasad, Presi- 
dent of India, said that it would 
be a bad day for the world if 
anything were to weaken the 
Commonwealth bond, which was 
“not based on force, but a sil- 
ken bond, invisible yet strong” 
Nehru saw the Commonwealth 
as a species of “democratic co- 
existence.” Bandaranaike, Prime 
Minister of Ceylon, defined the 
essentials of the Commonwealth 
as free elections, sovereigaty of 
parliament, independence df the 
judiciary and impartial admini- 
stration. 

Significantly, the Common- 
wealth conference set aside a 
whole day for discussing eco- 
nomic problems of underdeve- 
loped countries, for the econom- 
ic question is paramount, The 
Delhi conference and the Colom- 
bo Plan report cover between 
them the main problems of 
South Asia today. How can de- 
mocratic government be main- 
tained? How can economic ad- 
vance be promoted? How can 
Western aid be most effectively 
applied? The conference and the 
report show how these ques- 
tions interlock, and how 
solutions may also do so.
